H e’d like to build 125 rental 
townhouse units in 30 build­ 
ings on the tract. The $2 m il­ 
lion project would be built in 
a “ park-like setting” sim ilar 
to the Glenview development, 
Riley noted. 


IN ORDER for the project 
to proceed, the land m ust be 
rezoned from single family to 
multiple family use.

thereby elim inating possible 
apprehension when the rezon­ 
ing is requested. 
“The Hasbrook corporation 
is m aking this proposal in the 
belief that it will be a contri­ 
bution to Arlington Heights,” 
Riley said. He observed that 
there is a need for a high cali­ 
ber townhouse 
development 
here. 
“The appeal of the 
town- 
hduses will be prim arily 
to 
two desirable group.« : 
older 
couples . . . and y oung career 
couples,” he pointed out,

serve as a buffer between the 
business area (Arlington M ar­

FOR THIS reason, it is wise 
to draw checks to “C ash” on­ 
ly when you arq ready to use 
them. For example, if a check 
is m ade payable to you and 
you want to send it by mail 
write on the back words such 
as “ Pay to John Jones.” and 
then sign your nam e beneath. 
By doing this, the check can­ 
not be validly transferred un­ 
less Jones' 
signature is en­ 
dorsed on the check. 
It is always the safest pro­ 
cedure to draw and endorse 
checks to a named person. If 
you want to deposit in your 
bank account a check m ade 
payable to you. write 
“ For 
deposit only” above your sig­ 
nature. Having done this, you 
can safely mail the check to 
your bank. and the money can 
be credited only to your ac­ 
count. 
Many business transactions 
are closed on the basis of 
certified check, 
so that the 
parties are certain the check 
is good. When a check is pre 
sented for 
certification, 
the 
bank looks at the draw er’s ac 
count 
to ascertain 
whether 
there are sufficient funds to 
cover the check. Then, money 
is set aside from the account 
in a special fund for the pay­ 
ment of that particular check.

checks from day to day, few 
realize the complicated ch ar­ 
acter of what 
lawyers call 
“ the law of negotiable instru­ 
m ents.”

The civilian National Strat­ 
egy Committee last week re­ 
leased its first recommenda­ 
tions to President Kennedy 
Ul*ging that atomic test-ban ne­ 
gotiations at Geneva be dis­ 
continued 
and

ground nuclear tests be re­ 
sumed immediately. 
Tile recommendations came 
from a special 16-page report 
authored by committee mem­ 
bers and sent to the President 
by committee chairman, Loyd 
Wright, previously chairman 
of the bipartisan Commission 
on Government Security form­ 
ed by Congress, and past pres­ 
ident of the American Bar As­ 
sn. 


WRIGHT SAID the recom­ 
mendations were the first of 
‘ many” the committee would 
send to the White House, Con­ 
gress and the public on key 
issues of national security. 
He said the National Strate­ 
gy Committee was formed re­ 
cently by The American Se­ 
curity Council of Cfitcago to 
prepare detailed studies and 
recommendations on key is­ 
sues of vital interest to the U. 
S. and all Americans. 
Wright said the next report 
will deal with the dangers of 
admitting Red China to the 
United Nations and will be 
ready in a few weeks.

Chamber Against Turning Clock Back Month Earlier 


A return to statewide con­ 
tusion and inconvenience was 
predicted this week by the Il­ 
linois Chamber of Commerce 
if the legislature enacts a bill 
to end daylight saving time 
a month earlier than sched­ 
uled 
The bill, which has already 
passed the House and will be 
sent to the Senate this week. 
would require that clocks be 
turned back the last Sunday 
in September. 
"Ending daylight s a v i n g 
time earlier would bring back 
the 
statewide 
chaos 
which 
existed before passage Of the 
present law in 1959," sa i d 
Marc A. Buettell. president of 
the Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce. The state cham ­ 
ber in 1 ^ 9 was one of the 
prime backers of the present 
uniform time law which es­ 
tablishes a period 
of 
s i x 
months during which c I ocks 
shall be moved up an hour. 
It starts with the last Sunday 


in April and ends on the last 
Sunday in October. 
Prior to passage of the 1959 
bill, uniformity, standardiza- 
i tion and stability were lack­ 
ing, Buettell 
said.

Thirteen fatalities occu rred 
while the karts op erated on 
the p u blic thorou ghfares and 
another 13 inju red in 11 acci­ 
dents.

karts on p riv ate ~p rop erty and 
18 others inju red in 16 acci­ 
dents. 
Only fou r 
fata ities 
were 
recorded on traces op erated 
esp ecially for go-karts, 
the

shows. 
Thirty -sev en 
other p eop le were u nju red in 
20 go-kart mishap s 
on 
the 
sp ecial tracks. 
The rep ort p oints ou t that 
15 of the fatal accidents and 
15 of the p ersonal inju ry ac­ 
cidents in which the age of the 
driv er is known inv olv ed driv ­ 
ers u nder norm al driv er li­ 
censing age. 


EIGHT of the fatal acci­ 
dents and 20 of the inju ry ac­ 
cidents inv olv ed driv ers ov er 
16 y ears of age, the rep ort 
states. The y ou ngest driv er 
inv olv ed in a fatal accident 
was 4 and another fatal acci­ 
dent inv olv ed a driv er, 5. 
There was ev idence in the 
rep orted accidents that three 
of the fatals and 8 of the p er­ 
sonal inju ry accidents 
oc­ 
cu rred 
while 
the 
v ehicles 
were being raced. 
Sev enteen of the fatal acci­ 
dents occu rred while the v e­ 
hicles were not racing, as did 
20 of the p ersonal inju ries. 
The National Safety Cou n­ 
cil in 1960 went on record as 
op i>osing the u se of m iniatu re 
motor v ehicles, go-karts, by 
driv ers below 
the licensing 
age. 
The recent su rv ey is 
the 
resu ft of 400 rep lies to ov er 
1500 inqu iries to state and city 
traffic inv entory rep resenta­ 
tiv es and 1800 newsp ap ers. 
"It was realized that this 
was a hit-or-miss p rocedu re 
and that only p artial informa- 


tion wou ld be forthcoming.’’

$1 per co co o n. They are to be 
tied to a limb o r stake in the 
spring, and the eggs hatch 
sho rtly after. 
In additio n, the Califo rnia 
co ncern supplies earthwo rms 
in lo ts o f 1,000. 


LADVBUGS, w h i c h 
are 
shipped in a straw-filled sack 
within a wo o den crate, are to 
be released in small quanti­ 
ties sev eral times during the 
gro wing seaso n. The remain­ 
der are to be kept in the ice­ 
bo x , the co ld keeping them in 
a do rmant stat' 
Once in the 
sunlight, they stretch 
their 
wings and take o ff. 
Man and their o wn v o ra­ 
cio usness is abo ut the 
o nly 
enemy o f bo th the lady bug 
and prey ing 
mantis. 
They 
hav e a hitter taste and a dis­ 
agreeable o do r, so are shun­ 
ned as table mo rsels by birds 
and o ther insects. Neither do 
the two species prey o n each 
o ther. 
Po iso n spray is the wo rst 
enemy o f bo th 
bugs. 
Also , 
they can nev er build up to 
such numbers that they be­ 
co me o bno x io us, fo r they will 
nm o ut o f o ther insects to eat, 
then will starv e. 
Ants are o ne insect 
that 
lady bugs and mantises leav e 
alo ne, fo r their taste is as dis­ 
agreeable as their o wn. 
Mantises aren’t at all at­ 
tractiv e as are the gracio us 
lady bugs. They also eject a 
dark but harmless fluid fro m 
their mo uths. 
The Chinese 
mantis 
are 
giants co mpared to the small 
nativ e mantises. 
The female 
may gro w to a length o f fiv e 
inches. They are able to co n­ 
sume large caterpillars, bee­ 
tles, wasps and ev en grass­ 
ho ppers, and therefo re, sho uld 
no t be placed near beehiv es. 
As lo ng as there 
is 
fo o d 
av ailable, bo th predato rs will 
remain in the immediate area 
where they are released. 


A N O T H E R adv antage o v er 
spray ing, the distributo r o f 
the bugs po ints o ut, is that 
they are no t washed away by 
rain as are 
po iso n 
spray s. 
And they 
replenish 
them­ 
selv es. 
If there is plenty to 
eat, 4 ,000 lady bugs o n an acre 
o f gro und will multiply to 400,- 
000. 
Lifespan o f the lady bug 
is o ne y ear, and the adult bug 
hibernates o v er the winter in 
co mpo st piles and heaps o f 
leav es. 
Thev co me in small pack­ 
ages o f 15 ,000 ($1.25 ) and 3 0,- 
000 (2) fo r the av erage small 
v egetable garden o r a f e w 
ro se bushes abo ut the y ard. 
The distributing 
co mpany 
states that the bugs are ef­ 
fectiv e fo r 
practically 
any 
farm 
cro p, go bbling 
b o l l 
weav il wo rms, co rn 
bo rers 
and leafho ppers, eating the 
adult bugs and their larv ae 
and eggs. Larger applicatio ns 
are needed fo r o rchards. They 
sho uld be first applied as so o n 
as there is fo liage. 


THE BUG S sho uld be 
re­ 
leased directly o n 
infected 
plants, o r in the case o f o r­ 
chards and grain fields, 
in 
their center. 
The lady bug (o f which there 
are abo ut 6 00 species) lay s 
her eggs in clusters under a 
leaf o r stem. The larv ae feed 
o n mites fo r the first few 
day s. After abo ut 21. 
day s, 
they spin a case aro und them­ 
selv es (pupae), fro m which 
the adult emerges. Simpso n 
repo rts that the bugs canno t 
be raised, but are co llected 
in v ast numbers in mo untains 
during hibernatio n. 
Organic gardeners will hav e 
the mo st luck with the lady - 
b tg, as it seeks the pro tec­ 
tio n o f mulch. 
It is irt earth 
co ntaining 
much o rganic matter that the 
“ mo st impo rtant o f all ani­ 
mals,” the e a r t h w o r m , 
thriv es. ’“ Witho ut them there 
wo uld be no life o n earth, 
declares the co mpany . 


IT ’S 
E X P L A IN E D 
t h a t 
wo rms “ pro duce a rich, per­ 
manent fertilizer with their 
castings, and lo o sen and co n­ 
ditio n the so il.”

HORDES OK aphids 
and 
plant lice last 
summer 
de­ 
scended upon Simpson's nu­ 
merous willow tree* ringing 
his yard and a large pond be­ 
hind the house. 
“I couldn’t use 
p o i s o n 
sprays because of the fish in 
the pond.” he explained. 
"It 
would kill them, as well as 
the insects.” 
(Game fish abound in the 
pond, which is also used for 
swimming. 
Fish 
effectively 
eliminate the mosquito nui­ 
sance, eating the larvae be­ 
fore they become adults, and 
also eat other water breeding 
insects. 
So by riding 
t h e 
trees of aphids through spray­ 
ing, Simpson would automat­ 
ically gain a serious mosquito 
problem. 
To do away with 
the mosquitoes would require 
spraying with DDT, which in 
turn I educes bird life, which 
control still other forms of in­ 
sect pests. 
Spraying can be­ 
gin a vicious circle, and ne­ 
cessitate 
more 
and 
more 
spraying. 
DDT can also be 
harmful to humans.)

W. E. Simpson’s interest int 
using ladybugs to control in­ 
sect 
pests 
(accompanying 
story) is only one of a great 
many interests he has. 
His mind appears to be a 
voracious one that bungerly ; 
probes into practically every­ 
thing that comes to his at­ 
tention. 


A CHEMIC AL engineer, he 
owns 
and 
manages 
the 
Mykroy electronic supply and 
manufacturing company on j 
Wheeling road in Wheeling’s 
industrial park. 
He is a qualified pilot, a 
skier and garden enthusiast. 
Also, 
he collects 
minerals, j 
sea shells, sponges—and does 
not smoke or drink. 


His 
three-acre yard 
con­ 
tains a large pond in which 
he keeps ducks and fish. On 
four adjoining acres he keeps I 
three horses. He gets a kick 
out of trying to raise exotic 
plants in his yard. 
Most interesting is his bus- j 
iness, supplying 10,000 items, J 
including 500 imported ones. 
Simpson’s salesmen call upon 
1.000 business concerns in a 
400-mile radius of the plant, j 
and he does some exporting. I 
But besides electronic parts 
and household equipment, he 
dabbles in marketing s u c h 1 
things 
as 
far 
fetched 
as 
horse-drawn 
buggies. 
He j 
buys them at auctions, re- j 
furbishes and sells them. 
In addition, he supplies go-1 


carts, power mowers, back­ 
yard utility sheds, and Lone 
Ranger playtents. A n d he 
can even give pony rides. 
SIMPSON’S business call­ 
ing card contains a list of 
Chicago e x p r e s s w a y en­ 
trances and exits, originally 
believed to be about the only 
such list available to the pub­ 
lic. (There aren’t even signs 
directing traffic to the ex­ 
pressway egresses—although 
there are plenty showing how 
to get on to the tollway). The 
card is being copied already. 
His friends include persons 
from as far away as Japan. 
Where does he get time? 
He runs, often not even stop­ 
ping for lunch. And he has 
fun doing it. 
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of Ladybug 
Sales 
Co. 
in 
Marysville, Calif., which will 
furnish hundreds of thousands 
of insect eating ladybugs and 
preying mantises. He bought 
two lots of ladybugs, 100.000 
per lot, which measures out to 
about two quarts of bugs. Cost 
is $6.50 per IOC,OOO. 
Adult preying mantises are 
not available, but the com­ 
pany collects and sells man­ 
tis cocoons, 
which 
contain 
about 250 to 500 eggs and cost 
.SI per cocoon. They are to be 5 
tied to a limb or stake in the 
spring, and the eggs hatch 
shortly after. 
In addition, the California 
concern supplies earthworms 
in lots of 1,000. 


LADYBUGS, w h i c h 
are 
shipped in a straw-filled sack 
within a wooden crate, are to 
be released in small quanti­ 
ties several times during the 
growing season. The remain­ 
der are to be kept in the ice­ 
box, the cold keeping them in 
a dormant stat' 
Once in the 
sunlight, they stretch 
their 
wings and take off. 
Man and their own vora­ 
ciousness is about the 
only 
enemy of both the ladybug 
and preying 
mantis. 
They 
have a bitter taste and a dis­ 
agreeable odor, so are shun­ 
ned as table morsels by birds 
and other insects. Neither do 
the two species prey on each 
other. 
Poison spray is the worst 
enemy of both 
bugs. 
Also, 
they can never build up to 
such numbers that they be­ 
come obnoxious, for they will 
run out of other insects to eat, 
then will starve. 
Ants are one insect 
that 
ladybugs and mantises leave 
alone, for their taste is as dis­ 
agreeable as their own. 
Mantises aren’t at all at­ 
tractive as are the gracious 
ladybugs. They also eject a 
dark but harmless fluid from 
their mouths. 
The Chinese 
mantis 
are 
giants compared to the small 
native mantises. 
The female 
may grow to a length of five 
inches. They are able to con­ 
sume large caterpillars, bee­ 
tles, wasps and even grass­ 
hoppers, and therefore, should 
not be placed near beehives. 
As long as there 
is 
food 
available, both predators will 
remain in the immediate area 
where they are released.

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ANOTHER advantage over 
spraying, the distributor of 
the bugs points out, is that 
they are not washed away by 
rain as are 
poison 
sprays. 
And they 
replenish 
them­ 
selves. 
If there is plenty to 
eat, 4.000 ladybugs on an acre 
of ground will multiply to 400,- 
000. 
Lifespan of the ladybug 
is one year, and the adult bug 
hibernates over the winter in 
compost piles and heaps of 
leaves. 
They come in small pack­ 
ages of 15,000 ($1.25) and 30,- 
000 <2> for the average small 
vegetable garden or a f e w 
rose bushes about the yard. 
The distributing 
company 
states that the bugs are ef­ 
fective for 
practically 
any 
farm 
crop, gobbling 
b o l l 
weavil worms, corn 
borers 
and leafhoppers, eating the 
adult bugs and their larvae 
and eggs. Larger applications 
are needed for orchards. They 
should be first applied as soon 
as there is foliage. 


THE BUGS should be 
re­ 
leased directly on 
infected 
plants, or in the case of or­ 
chards and grain fields, 
in 
their center. 
The ladybug (of which there 
are about 600 species) lays 
her eggs in clusters under a 
leat or stem. The larvae feed 
on mites for the first few 
days. After about 21 
days, 
they spin a case around them­ 
selves (pupae), from which 
the adult emerges. Simpson 
reports that the bugs cannot 
be raised, but are collected 
in vast numbers in mountains 
during hibernation. 
Organic gardeners will have 
the most luck with the lady­ 
bug, as it seeks the protec­ 
tion of mulch. 
It is in earth 
containing 
much organic matter that the 
“ most important of all ani­ 
mals,” the 
e a r t h w o r m , 
thrives. '“Without them there 
would be no life on earth, ' 
declares the company.

Tax Bills Ruinous to Bonding Power Pass

F op tho second time in as 
m any sessions, the H o u s e 
has passed one of the worst 
series of bills ever introduced 
in the Legislature, so far as 
we in Cook County are con­ 
cerned. I refer to the so-call­ 
ed Morris Bills sponsored by 
Representative John K. Mor­ 
ris (D-Chadwick), 
chairm an 
of the House Revenue com­ 
mittee.

Let me tell you what they 
do to us, though. We in the 
urban counties see the appli­ 
cation of these bills as ruin­ 
ous to the base* of our bond­ 
ing power and as much as a 
45 per cent raise in the real 
estate tax on our homos. The 
only groups in Cook county 
which would be benefited by 
these bills are the rairoads, 
public

SMALL WONDER then that 
the State Cham ber of Com­ 
merce, Illinois M anufacturers 
association, Civic federation 
and many other busi n e s s 
g r o u p s are wholeheartedly 
behind the Morris Bills. This 
is why: the Cook county as­ 
sessor has historically classi­ 
fied real property for the pur­ 
poses of taxation, even though

I our constitution. Gener a l l y , 
i the breakdown of the assess­ 
ment has been on homes: one 
third to 40 per cent of fair 
cash value: on business and 
commercial property: 60 per 
I cent: commercial Loop prop­ 
erty, industrial, railroad and 
utilities: 80 to IOO per cent of 
fair cash value. As you can 
readily see, this last cl a s s 
bears a substantial port i o n 
of our entire tax breakdown.

I value. The effect of doing this 
should be obvious to every­ 
one. If these properties are to 
be reduced to 55 per cent, in 
order to keep our valuation at 
its present level the assess­ 
ment on your home and my 
| home will necessarily have to 
I be raised to 
55 
per 
cent. 
! Think you could take a 45 per 
cent increase in your real es­ 
tate tax bill? 
AND WHAT should happen 
if raising the assessm ents on 
all of the residential property 
still doesn’t bring the valua­ 
tion to its present level? We 
now have statutory ceilings on 
the tax rate. The Morris Bills 
would put a ceiling on the as­ 
sessm ent rate. This w o u Id 
completely slam the door on 


our school districts and would 
in all probability result in our 
being unable to maintain our 
schools at their present levels. 
We would necessarily have to 
cut down on the teaching per­ 
sonnel and all other expenses, 
in connection with the opera­ 
tion of our schools. The same 
thing would happen to every 
other governmental unit with­ 
in Cook county. 
Another effect of the Mor­ 
ris Bills would be a general 
reduction of assessed valua­ 
tion throughout the County 
and a eorresonding reduc­ 
tion in the bonding power of 
each and every school dis­ 
trict, most of whom have 
already reached their c o n- 
stitutional five per cent lim ­ 
itation. 
Of course, the argum ent in 
favor of these bills is that all 
property should be assessed 
on the sam e basis, since the 
constitution says it should. I 
can’t, in all good conscience, 
argue against this, but I do 
argue that this class of prop­ 
erty is given other relief by 
way of passing on its costs 
to its users, as the cost of 
d o i n g business. The home­ 
owner has no way of passing 
on his r e a l estate tax in­ 
crease. 
We can only hope now that 


the Senate will do as it did 
last session - defeat the bills. 
If they pass the Senate, then 


our only hope is that Gover­ 
nor Kerner will be m ade ful­ 
ly aware of the horrendous 


effect of these bills, and exer­ 
cise his good judgment in ve­ 
toing them.

ONE YEAR AGO THIS WEEK Lake Forest high school’s 
Kill Rawson was honored on Paddock Publications' fifth an­ 
nual All-State track team, one of five boys selected in the 880 
yard run. 
Rawson was a two-time All-Stater and generally regarded 
as one of the finest half-milers ever produced in Illinois. The 
capsule comment read: “This is Rawson's second year on 
All-State team. He breezed to a 1:56.5 in district meet after a 
1:55.1 as a junior. Outstanding college prospect.” 
It was generally agreed that 
Rawson would develop into an out­ 
standing collegiate runner, but few 
people thought the likable All-Stater 
would make such rapid strides over 
one year. His performances as a 
frosh at the University of Missouri 
have been amazing. 
In a dual 
meet with Kansas 
Rawson raced to a brilliant 1:51.2 
victory in the 880 yard run to shat­ 
ter the school 
frosh record by a 
full three seconds. His clocking was 
1.4 seconds faster than the existing 
varsity mark of 1:52.6. 
Bill then 
won the 440 yard dash in :49.5 and 
the mile run in 4:22.6. 
Several weeks 
later 
Rawson lowered his quarter-mile 
time 
to :48.5 and mile standard to 4:15.6. 
The latter is re­ 
markable in th,'.t he never ran the mile in high school. 
Rawson's potential 
is unlimited. His coach feels that he 
needs work on his pacing hut is understandably excited about 
Hie plebe’s progress thus far this spring. 
Bill s performances illustrate once again why college track 
coaches are always interested in landing the talented preps 
from Illinois. 
And these coaches should take note of the 1961 All-Staters 
because this crop of young cinder talent is possibly the best 
ever turned out in Illinois.

Now you have men coaching who have 
the important educational backgrounds. The present status of 
coaching is at a very high level.” 
Himes also pointed out that equipment has helped con­ 
siderably. “Now a track shoe is available which weighs only 
five ounces. Why, in years past the shoe weighed ten ounces. 
And the coaches are using weight programs to assist their 
athletes.

Social Security 
Disability 
Benefits 


Many disabled persons still 
do not realize they may qual­ 
ify for social security disa­ 
bility benefits at any age be­ 
low 65, according to north­ 
west district m anager Julius 
Berman. 
Social security employees 
in the course of their public 
contacts find that many per­ 
sons still believe, mistakenly, 
that these benefits are not 
payable until age 50, he said. 
“Although there is a wait­ 
ing period' of six months af­ 
ter disability begins and be­ 
fore payments start, disabled 
persons, 
regardless of age, 
should not wait to get infor­ 
mation about benefits. In fact, 
one 
may 
apply 
after 
the 
fourth month of disability,” 
Berman added. 


“ TO QUALIFY for disabil­ 
ity payments, two other con­ 
ditions must be m et by the 
disabled person,” Berman ex­ 
plained. “He must have work­ 
ed under social security for 
five years out of a 10-year 
period before the date disabil­ 
ity began, and the disability 
must be severe and long last­ 
ing and keep him from doing 
substantial work.”

Little Pro fit in Stea k 
Cattle Feeders Must 
‘Love’ Th eir Work

We h ope th at th e farm ers 
wh o 
produced 
th ose 
juicy 
steaks 
for 
today’s 
dinners 
loved th eir work. Th ey re­ 
ceived little financial rew ard 
for th eir efforts. 
Recent m arket prices for 
ch oice steers were mostly $24 
a h undred pounds compared 
with $27.50 a year before and 
with $29 .25 two years ago. 
Prices h ave been depressed 
by h eavy sales of cattle out 
of feedlots and off wh eat pas­ 
tures, and by a weak con­ 
sum er demand because of th e 
business recession. 


THERE MAY be no quick 
recovery from present price 
levels. Supplies of b^ef and 
com petitive 
m eats 
are 
ex ­ 
pected 
to 
continue 
above 
year-before levels, wh ile no 
real business boom is in sigh t 
to stim ulate demand for th e 
m ore ex pensive grades and 
cuts. 
Cattle feeders will rem em ­ 
ber th af th e April report of 
cattle on feed sh owed 5 per 
cent more cattle in feedlots 
th is year th an last. A sligh tly 
larger sh are of th em were 
h eaded 
for m arket in th e 


April-May-June quarter th is 
year th an in 19 60. 
Competition from broilers 
will be at a record level. Pro­ 
duction is up 15 to 20 per cent 
from last yeah No cutback is 
in sigh t for at least 9 0 days. 


THE PORK picture does 
not provide much encourage­ 
m ent 
for 
cattlem en. 
F o r 
nearly a year now th e out­ 
put of pork h as been running 
less th an 12 month s earlier. 
But from now on, 
supplies 
m ay be 5 to 8 per cent larger 
th an th ey were a year before. 
Th e lower prices for cattle 
th is y ear were forecast last 
fall. 
At th at tim e we ex ­ 
pressed th e o p i n i o n 
th at 
prices would average $1 to 
$2 a h undred pounds lower in 
19 61 th an in 19 60. In 19 60 th e 
month ly average prices for 
ch oice 
steers 
at 
Ch icago 
ranged from a h igh of $28.08 
in M arch to a low of $24.80 in 
Septem ber. Th e h igh th is year 
was in January, at $27.42. 
In th e first four month s of 
th is 
year 
prices 
averaged 
$26.08, or $1.17 lower th an a 
year before. In th e last eigh t 
month s of last year, th e av- 


erage price of ch oice 
steers 
at

was 
$25.88. 
If 
prices are $1 or $2 lower th is 
year, th e average for th e re­ 
m ainder of th is year will be 
in th e $24 to $25 bracket. A 
low month ly average of less 
th an $24 m ay be recorded. 


THERE IS some basis for 
ex pecting prices to improve 
in th e last h alf of th is year. 
Th e 7 per cent reduction last 
winter in th e official esti­ 
m ates of cattle num bers may 
give ranch ers and farm ers in­ 
creased optimism. Th ey may 
h old a few more cows and 
h eifers to enlarge breeding 
h erds. Th is action could mild­

restrict 
m arketings 
for 
slaugh ter during th e last h alf 
of th is year and in 19 62. 
On th e oth er side of th e 
balance, 
th e 
south western 
range states from Tex as to 
Utah and California report 
serious drouth areas. If th is 
drouth persists or worsens, 
substantial num bers of cattle 
will h ave to be moved to 
m arket or to oth er areas.

No ‘Pa t’ Answer Yet 
To Best Ga rd en 


T h ere's no “ p at” answer to 
wh ich is best, a spray or a 
dust, for controlling diseases 
and Insects in h ome gardens 
and orch ards. 
But h ere are some guides 
from th e University of Illinois 
D epartm ent of Plant Path ol­ 
ogy: 


FLOW ERS: Dusts are bet­ 
ter th an sprays. Th ey are 
easier to apply and st;ck bet­ 
ter wh en th e foliage is wet. 
Special e q u i p m e n t isn’t 
needed eith er. U of I spe­ 
cialists recom m end 
all-pur­ 
pose 
dusts 
for h ome 
use. 
Th ese mix es contain both in­ 
secticides and fungicides and 
control practically all com­ 
mon insects and diseases. For 
best results, be sure to follow 
th e m anufacturer's directions. 


VEGETABLES: 
E i t h e r 
sprays or dusts are satisfac­ 
tory, but complete coverage 
Is th e im portant th ing. Again, 
dusts are easier to apply and 
do not need special equip­ 
m ent. All-purpose vegetable 
dusts, if used correctly, con­ 
trol both insects and diseases, 
but h ome-mix ed sprays gen­ 
erally 
give 
better 
disease 
control. Some basic ingredi­ 
ents for h ome-mix ed sprays 
are m alath ion as th e insecti­ 
cide, and maneb, zineb or 
captan as th e fungicide. Spe­ 
cific problem s require a more 
specific mix . 


FRUITS: Both dusts and 
sprays m ay be used. How­ 
ever, 
sprays 
usually 
give 
m ore effective coverage and 
consequently better control on 
such fruits as apples and 
straw berries. Th e specialists 
say th at h ome m ix es are usu­ 
ally better th an 
all-purpose 
sprays. Th e basic m aterials 
needed for a h ome mix are 
lead arsenate, DDT and m a­ 
lath ion as th e insecticides, 
and captan, zineb and wet- 
table sulfur as th e fungicides. 
Th e best tim es to apply 
dusts are eith er in th e early 
m orning 
or 
late 
evening, 
wh en th e leaves 
are damp 
and th e air is still. Sprays, 
h owever, can be applied any 
tim e wh en th e air is fairly 


calm.

Many lawns are beginning 
to look weak and yellowish or 
are sh owing ligh ter colored 
streaks. Th is is a sign th at 
th e fertilizer applied earlier 
in th e spring is nearly gone 
and more sh ould be added. 
At th is tim e of year a fer­ 
tilizer h igh in nitrogen can 
be applied if th e nitrogen is 
an organic or ureaform type. 
Nitrogen in th ese form s is 
slowly available, so th at it 
lasts longer in w arm w eath ­ 
er, and it h as less tendency to 
burn lawns. 
Be sure to follow th e rec­ 
om m endations of th e m anu­ 
facturer, and w ater th e m a­ 
terial 
in 
after 
application. 
Fertilizer in direct contact 
with grass leaves can cause 
buring, and no fertilizer is 
any good until it is in solu­ 
tion. 


LAWN WEEDS are particu­ 
larly bad in some areas th is 
spring. 
Prom pt 
treatm ent 
now, wh ile th e grass is still 
growing and before th e weeds 
get too big, will h elp prevent 
bare spots in th e lawn wh en 
th e weeds die. 
Broadleaf weeds such as 
dandelions and plantain can 
be killed with 2,4-D. If ch ick- 
weed is present, use a combi­ 
nation of 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T. 


C rabgrass seed is just sta rt­ 
ing to germ inate. Pre-em er­ 
gence crabgrass killers are 
still of some value if applied 
now. Once th e crabgrass is 
up, use a weed killer con­ 
taining Sodar. 
Several weed killers now 
contain 
2,4-D, 
2,4,5-T 
and 
sodar. Both g r a n u l a r and 
liquid m aterials are available. 
If 
properly 
applied, 
eith er 
m aterial works well. Wh en 
using granules, be sure th e 
lawn is wet so th e m aterial 
will stick to th e leaves of th e 
weeds.

Angola, Portugal’s African 
territory, is 1,100 miles long 
on th e Atlantic Coast, and is 
14 tim es as large as Portugal. 


Now th at th e planting season is over on m any of th e crops, 
we begin th inking about th $ control of insects. Indications are 
th at we will h ave a ligh t infestation of corn borer in th e first 
generation. 
However, indications are th at we m ay h ave a 
severe infestation on th e second generation, both on th e sweet 
corn and field corn all factors indicate th is. Sh ould th is de­ 
velop, it will be necessary of course, for us to follow a strict 
spray program oth erwise we will h ave reduced yields in field 
corn and unsalable sweet corn. 
Sh ould th e cool weath er continue and we receive a 
great deal of rain it is possible th at we will h ave a hea v y 
infestation of arm y worms and cutworms. On 
the basis 
of previous ex perience, timoth y and oth er grassy fields 
will probably be th e first areas wh ere arm y worms will be 
located. Nex t will be barley and rye fields and th en wh eat 
fields. 
If you h ave an infestation apply one and one-h alf pounds 
of tox aph ene or one-quarter pound of dieldrin per acre for 
small grains. Wait until th e worms are about one-h alf inch 
long or longer. 
For beef pastures use tox aph ene; allow 42 
days between last grazing on treated pastures and slaugh ter. 
For dairy cattle, use two pounds of meth ox ych lor, or one 
pound of malath ion per acre, but do not graze until one week 
after treatm ent. 
BLACK CUTWORMS. Cutworms can be controlled by 
treating th e soil with one-and-one-h alf pounds per acre of 
aldrin or h eptach lor broadcast and disked in before planting. 
Wh en no preventive m easures h ave been used and worms are 
cutting corn below th e h eart of th e plant, apply % pound of 
dieldrin, 3 pounds of tox aph ene or % pqph d of endrin per acre, 
and direct th e spray at th e base of th e plant. 
Beetles m any tim es attack melons and cucumbers. 
If you h ave cucumbers or melons th at are in th e cotyle­ 
don stage, I would recommend th at you spray th ese small 
plants every 5-7 days th e first few weeks. Use dieldrin, 
50% wettable powder, 
pound dieldrin per acre. If you 
are h and spraying, if th e wh ole field is treated broadcast, 
use one pound of dieldrin per acre. 
Many people are both ered with weeds, especially during 
th e spring of th e year. Th e most popular weed killer, 2,4-D 
is used m any tim es. It is im portant to rem em ber th at 2,4-D 
kills tomatoes, grapes, beans, flowers and certain ornam entals 
also. Do not use 2,4-D near th ese crops. 
Before using ch emicals, h ome gardeners and farm ers 
sh ould read th e directions on th e h erbicide container. 
Unfortunately m any gardeners give th eir flowers as well 
as weeds a dose of weed killer. 
During m id-summ er 
month s th ese gardens sh ow dead ornam entals and flowers as 
well as broadleaf plants. Th e following five guides are recom ­ 
mended: (1) Do not apply any form of 2,4-D on a windy day. 
(2) Use only th e amine formulation in areas wh ere sensative 
crops are growing, and keep a safe distance away from sensa­ 
tive crops. 
(3) Do not apply wh en th e wind is blowing to­ 
ward a sensative crop. (4) On farm s and fields, nex t to sensa­ 
tive crops, use oth er weed control ch emical. A wide variety 
of pre-em ergence ch emicals is now available for corn and 
soybeans. (5) To reduce th e amount of small spray particles, 
do not use more th an 30 pounds of pressure, and increase th e 
amount of w ater to 10 gallons per acre. Th e h igh -volatile 
esters produce th e most vapor. Th e low ones start vaporizing 
wh en tem peratures go above 60° F. Th e low-volatile esters 
are safer for use. 
Th e amine form of 2,4 D is non-volatile. Use only th is 
form in areas wh ere sensative crops are growing.* 
In 19 59 th e Illinois State Legislature passed a law th at can 
proh ibit th e use of 2,4-D’s in certain areas. Th is law h as been 
invoked in Cook county. Th erefore, do not use 2,4-D sprays 
in Cook county th at are of th e h igh -volatile type. Use only low- 
volatile esters or amine type sprays.

Little Profit in Steak 
Cattle Feeders Must 
‘Love’ Their Work 


By L. H. SIMERL 
We hope that the farm ers 
who 
produced 
those 
juicy 
steaks 
for today's 
dinners 
loved their work. They re­ 
ceived little financial reward 
for their efforts. 
Recent m arket prices for 
choice steers were mostly $24 
a hundred pounds compared 
with $27 50 a year before and 
with $29.25 two years ago. 
Prices have been depressed 
by heavy sales of cattle out 
of feedlots and off wheat pas­ 
tures, and by a weak con­ 
sum er demand because of the 
business recession. 


THERE MAY be no quick 
recovery from present price 
levels. Supplies of b^ef and 
competitive m eats are ex­ 
pected 
to 
continue 
above 
year-hefore levels, while no 
real business boom is in sight 
t ^ stim ulate demand for the 
m ore expensive grades and 
cuts. 
Cattle feeders will rem em ­ 
ber that the April report of 
cattle on feed showed 5 per 
cent more cattle in feedlots 
this year than last. A slightly 
larger share of them were 
headed for m arket in the 


April-May-June quarter this 
year than in 1960. 
Competition from broilers 
will be at a record level. Pro­ 
duction is up 15 to 20 per cent 
from last yeah. No cutback is 
in sight for at least 90 days. 


THE PORK picture does 
not provide much encourage­ 
ment 
for 
cattlemen. 
F o r 
nearly a year now the out­ 
put of pork has been running 
less than 12 months earlier. 
But from now on, 
supplies 
may be 5 to 8 per cent larger 
than they were a year before. 
The lower prices for cattle 
this year were forecast last 
fall. 
At that tim e we ex­ 
pressed the o p i n i o n that 
prices would average $1 to 
$2 a hundred pounds lower in 
1961 than in 1960. In 1960 the 
monthly average prices for 
choice 
steers 
at 
Chicago 
ranged from a high of $28.08 
in March to a low of $24.80 in 
September. The high this year 
was in January, at $27.42. 
In the first four months of 
this 
year 
prices 
averaged 
$26.08, or $1.17 lower than a 
year before. In the last eight 
months of last year, the av­ 


erage price of choice 
steers 
at Chicago 
was $25.88. 
If 
prices are $1 or $2 lower this 
year, the average for the re­ 
mainder of this year will be 
in the $24 to $25 bracket. A 
low monthly average of less 
than $24 may be recorded. 


THERE IS some basis for 
expecting prices to improve 
in the last half of this year. 
The 7 per cent reduction last 
winter in the official esti­ 
mates of cattle num bers may 
give ranchers and farm ers in­ 
creased optimism. They may 
hold a few more cows and 
heifers to enlarge breeding 
herds. This action could mild­ 
ly 
restrict 
m arketings 
for 
slaughter during the last half 
of this year and in 1962. 
On the other side of the 
balance, 
the 
southwestern 
range states from Texas to 
Utah and California report 
serious drouth areas. If this 
drouth persists or worsens, 
substantial num bers of cattle 
will have to be moved to 
m arket or to other areas. 
This might become an im ­ 
portant m arket price factor 
by midsummer.

No P at9 Answer Yet 
To Best Garden Spray 


There’s no “ pat’' answer to 
which is best, a spray or a 
dust, for controlling diseases 
and insects in home gardens 
and orchards. 
But here are some guides 
from the University of Illinois 
Departm ent of Plant Pathol­ 
ogy: 


El,OWERS: Dusts are bet­ 
ter than sprays. They are 
easier to apply and stick bet­ 
ter when the foliage is wet. 
Special e q u i p m e n t isn’t 
needed either. U of I spe­ 
cialists recommend 
all-pur­ 
pose 
dusts 
for home 
use. 
These mixes contain both in­ 
secticides and fungicides and 
control practically all com­ 
mon insects and diseases. For 
best results, be sure to follow 
the m anufacturer’s directions. 


VEGETABLES: 
E i t h e r 
sprays or dusts are satisfac­ 
tory, but complete coverage 
is the im portant thing. Again, 
dusts are easier to apply and 
do not need special equip­ 
ment. All-purpose vegetable 
dusts, if used correctly, con­ 
trol both insects and diseases, 
but home-mixed sprays gen­ 
erally 
give 
better 
disease 
control. Some basic ingredi­ 
ents for home-mixed sprays 
are malathion as the insecti­ 
cide, and maneb, zineb or 
captan as the fungicide. Spe­ 
cific problems require a more 
specific mix. 


FRUITS: Both dusts and 
sprays may be used. How­ 
ever, 
sprays 
usually 
give 
more effective coverage and 
consequently better control on 
such fruits as apples and 
straw berries. The specialists 
say that home mixes are usu­ 
ally better than 
all-purpose 
sprays. The basic m aterials 
needed for a home mix are 
lead arsenate, DDT and m a­ 
lathion as the insecticides, 
and captan, zineb and wet­ 
table sulfur as the fungicides. 
The best tim es to apply 
dusts are either in the early 
morning 
or 
late 
evening, 
when the leaves 
are damp 
and the air is still. Sprays, 
however, can be applied any 
tim e when the air is fairly 


calm.

Hints To 
Home Owners

Many lawns are beginning 
to look weak and yellowish or 
are showing lighter colored 
streaks. This is a sign that 
the fertilizer applied earlier 
in the spring is nearly gone 
and more should be added. 
At this tim e of year a fer­ 
tilizer high in nitrogen can 
be applied if the nitrogen is 
an organic or ureaform type. 
Nitrogen in these forms is 
slowly available, so that it 
lasts longer in warm weath­ 
er, and it has less tendency to 
burn lawns. 
Be sure to follow the rec­ 
ommendations of the m anu­ 
facturer, and w ater the m a­ 
terial 
in 
after 
application. 
Fertilizer in direct contact 
with grass leaves can cause 
buring, and no fertilizer is 
any good until it is in solu­ 
tion. 


LAWN WEEDS are particu­ 
larly bad in some areas this 
spring. 
Prom pt 
treatm ent 
now, while the grass is still 
growing and before the weeds 
get too big, will help prevent 
bare spots in the lawn when 
the weeds die. 
Broadleaf weeds such as 
dandelions and plantain can 
be killed with 2,4-D. If chick- 
weed is present, use a combi­ 
nation of 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T. 


Crabgrass seed is just start­ 
ing to germ inate. Pre-em er­ 
gence crabgrass killers are 
still of some value if applied 
now. Once the crabgrass is 
up, use a weed killer con­ 
taining Sodar. 
Several weed killers now 
contain 
2,4-D, 
2,4,5-T 
and 
sodar. Both g r a n u l a r and 
liquid m aterials are available. 
If 
properly 
applied, 
either 
m aterial works well. When 
using granules, be sure the 
lawn is wet so the m aterial 
will stick to the leaves of the 
weeds.

Farm Bureau Leaders 
Testify on U. S. Bill 


Now that the planting season is over on many of the crops, 
we begin thinking about th$ control of insects. Indications are 
that we will have a light infestation of corn borer in the first 
generation. However, indications are that we may have a 
severe infestation on the second generation, both on the sweet 
corn and field corn all factors indicate this. Should this de­ 
velop, it will be necessary of course, for us to follow a strict 
spray program otherwise we will have reduced yields in field 
corn and unsalable sweet corn. 
Should the cool weather continue and we receive a 
great deal of rain it is possible that we will have a heavy 
infestation of arm y worms and cutworms. On the basis 
of previous experience, timothy and other grassy fields 
will probably be the first areas where arm y worms will be 
located. Next will be barley and rye fields and then wheat 
fields. 
If you have an infestation apply one and one-half pounds 
of toxaphene or one-quarter pound of dieldrin per acre for 
small grains. Wait until the worms are about one-half inch 
long or longer. 
For beef pastures use toxaphene; allow 42 
days between last grazing on treated pastures and slaughter. 
For dairy cattle, use two pounds of methoxychlor, or one 
pound of malathion per acre, but do not graze until one week 
after treatm ent. 
BLACK CUTWORMS. Cutworms can be controlled by 
treating the soil with one-and-one-half pounds per acre of 
aldrin or heptachlor broadcast and disked in before planting. 
When no preventive m easures have been used and worms are 
cutting corn below the heart of the plant, apply Vt pound of 
dieldrin, 3 pounds of toxaphene or % pqjihd of endrin per acre, 
and direct the spray at the base of the plant. 
Beetles many times attack melons and cucumbers. 
If you have cucumbers or melons that are in the cotyle­ 
don stage, I would recommend that you spray these small 
plants every 5-7 days the first few weeks. Use dieldrin, 
50% wettable powder, 
pound dieldrin per acre. If you 
are hand spraying, if the whole field is treated broadcast, 
use one pound of dieldrin per acre. 
Many people are bothered with weeds, especially during 
the spring of the year. The most popular weed killer, 2,4-D 
is used many times. It is important to rem em ber that 2,4-D 
kills tomatoes, grapes, beans, flowers and certain ornamentals 
also. Do not use 2,4-D near these crops. 
Before using chemicals, home gardeners and farm ers 
should read the directions on the herbicide container. 
Unfortunately many gardeners give their flowers as well 
as weeds a dose of weed killer. 
During mid-summer 
months these gardens show dead ornamentals and flowers as 
well as broadleaf plants. The following five guides are recom­ 
mended: (I) Do not apply any form of 2,4-D on a windy day. 
(2) Use only the amine formulation in areas where sensative 
crops are growing, and keep a safe distance away from sensa­ 
tive crops. 
(3) Do not apply when the wind is blowing to­ 
ward a sensative crop. (4) On farm s and fields, next to sensa­ 
tive crops, use other weed control chemical. A wide variety 
of pre-emergence chemicals is now available for corn and 
soybeans. (5) To reduce the amount of small spray particles, 
do not use more than 30 pounds of pressure, and increase the 
amount of water to IO gallons per acre. The high-volatile 
esters produce the most vapor. The low ones start vaporizing 
when tem peratures go above 60° F. The low-volatile esters 
are safer for use. 
The amine form of 2,4 D is non-volatile. Use only this 
form in areas where sensative crops are growing. 
In 1959 the Illinois State Legislature passed a law that can 
prohibit the use of 2,4-D’s in certain areas. This law has been 
invoked in Cook county. Therefore, do not use 2,4-D sprays 
in Cook county that are of the high-volatile type. Use only low- 
volatile esters or amine type sprays.

Shut Off 
T ractor 
To Refuel 


University of Illinois farm 
safety specialist O. L. Hogsett 
says there’s a lot more to 
filling a tractor gas tank— 
and doing it safely—than just 
pouring in the fuel. 
When gasoline comes into 
contact with air, it forms high 
explosive vapors. A pint of 
gasoline mixed with air has 
the power of nearly l l pounds 
of dynamite. 
Always shut off the tractor 
before fueling. And take spe­ 
cial care not to overfill the 
tank.

A decisio n by the Illino is Supreme 
co urt la st week wa s o ne o f the mo st im­ 
po rta nt ev er ha nded do wn o n a subur­ 
ba n pro blem. 
The co urt ruled tha t a Mo unt Pro .s- 
pect v illa g e o rdina nce requiring a sub­ 
div isio n dev elo per to dedica te la nd fo r 
public use wa s unco nstitutio na l. 
The ruling ca me a s a result o f the 
o bjectio n by builder Sa lv a to re DiMuc- 
ci, who sa id the requirement wa s un­ 
just. A Circuit co urt ha d ruled in fa v o r 
o f DiMucci la st summer, a nd Mo unt 
Pro spect a ppea led the decisio n to the 
sta te Supreme co urt. 
In suppo rting the builder, the hig h 
co urt sa id the pro blem o f a dequa te 
scho o l fa cilities is o ne which rests with 
the to ta l co mmunity a nd no t with the 
builder a lo ne. 
It is o ur co ntentio n tha t the specia l 
pro blems 
crea ted 
by 
mushro o ming 
ho using dev elo pments impo se a specia l 
o blig a tio n o n builders. 
The mo dern subdiv ider, building 
ba rren la nd into a full-blo wn co mmuni­ 
ty within mo nths, ha s crea ted tremen­ 
do us dema nds o n a lrea dy ex isting co m­ 
munities. Scho o l bo a rds 
h a v e bo nded 
themselv es to the hilt to keep up with 
the hea v y dema nds g ro wing fa milies 
ma ke. They ha v e felt the squeeze in 
their educa tio na l budg et beca use o f the 
la g in ta x a ssessment, co llectio n, a nd 


distributio n pro cedures crea ted by the 
a rcha ic sta te rev enue co de. 
Two thing s ha v e ena bled them to 
meet the dema nd. One is v o lunta ry co ­ 
o pera tio n fro m tho se enlig htened build­ 
ers who helped so lv e scho o l emerg en­ 
cies with lea se a rra ng ements, la nd do ­ 
na tio ns, o r co mplete building s. The o th­ 
er ha s been the v illa g e o rdina nces re­ 
quiring dedica tio n o f la nd fo r public 
use.

The mea sures to esta blish such a n a g en­ 
cy ha v e pa ssed the Ho use a nd a re no w 
under co nsidera tio n in the Sta te Sena te. 
The pro po sed burea u wo uld be a d­ 
ministered by the Illino is Atto rney Gen­ 
era l’s o ffice a nd — thro ug h the co urts 
— wo uld be a ble to reco v er lo sses fo r 
the bilked co nsumer a nd ha v e the bu.s- 
iness licenses o f “ mercha ndising pi­ 
ra tes” rev o ked. 
The o nly reco urse the deceiv ed cus­ 
to mer no w ha s to reco v er mo ney fro m 
which he ha s been sepa ra ted by fra udu­ 
lent mea ns is by filing a civ il a ctio n in 
the co urts. He ca n a lso repo rt a lleg ed 
v io la tio ns to the Sta tes Atto rney ’s o f­ 
fice fo r po ssible crimina l a ctio n. 
Seeking the reco v ery o f mo ney no w 
thro ug h civ il a ctio n is a bo ut a s ea sy a s 
co unterfeiting y o ur o wn bills; if the 
defenda nt a sks fo r a jury tria l, the ca se 
will ling er o n a ny where fro m two to 
fiv e y ea rs. Only the mo st a da ma ntly 
principled perso n will press fo r justice 
fo r this dura tio n, a pd will ha v e to write 
o ff his lo ss a nd mo re to leg a l co sts. 
With the co nsumer fra ud burea u, 
the a tto rney g enera l co uld a sk the co urt 
to a ppo int a receiv er to ma rsha l the 
a ssets o f the business to reco mpense 
the defra uded perso ns fo r da ma g es suf­ 
fered, much like inv esto rs reco uping 
their lo sses in ba nkruptcy pro ceeding s. 
He co uld further request the co urt 
to enter a decree rev o king the cha rter 


o f the business if it is a do mestic co rpo ­ 
ra tio n cha rtered within the sta te. Bus­ 
iness certifica tes o f o ut-o f-sta te co rpo ­ 
ra tio ns wo uld ha v e to be rev o ked by 
the Secreta ry o f Sta te o nce the co urt 
entered such a decree. 
By tra nsferring respo nsibility fo r 
po licing the co nsumer plunderers fro m 
the crimina l to civ il lev el, a metho d o f 
stricter co ntro l o v er their a ctiv ities is 
insured. While pro o f bey o nd a rea so n­ 
a ble do ubt is required in crimina l suits, 
a prepo ndera nce o f ev idence will suf­ 
fice fo r a judg ment a g a inst the v io la to r 
in civ il ca ses. Atto rney Genera l Wil­ 
lia m G. Cla rk estima tes tha t fo r ev ery 
50 0 such ca ses bro ug ht to co urt by the 
sta te’s a tto rney , o ne co nv ictio n results. 
This represents a co stly use o f ta x pa y ­ 
ers’ mo ney a nd public serv a nts’ time. 
The po wer g ra nted the a tto rney g en­ 
era l by the pro po sed leg isla tio n is lim­ 
ited to the a ctio n he wo uld initia te 
thro ug h ex isting co urts, so tha t his 
a utho rity wo uld no t ex ceed the bo unds 
o f rea so n. As Atto rney Genera l Cla rk 
po ints o ut, 90 per cent o f the fra ud ca s­ 
es wo uld be settled by neg o tia tio n, with 
v io la to rs a sked to sig n a co de o f busi­ 
ness ethics.

So licito rs, a s a species, v a ry fro m 
the Fuller Brush ma n who ha s a lwa y s 
seemed a perma nent neig hbo rho o d fix ­ 
ture to the persistent ency clo pedia 
sa lesma n who wo n’t remo v e his fo o t 
fro m the do o r to the itinera nt “ nursery ­ 
ma n” who will sell y o u a pile o f “ to p 
so il” whether y o u need it o r no t. 
Whether a welco me pa rt o f the 
neig hbo rho o d, a pest, o r a v ermin, ho w­ 
ev er, the so licito r is defined a s a perso n 
who g o es do o r-to -do o r ta king o rders fo r 
future deliv ery . 
As such, he is no t mentio ned in sta te 
sta tutes which g o v ern the mo v ements 
o f “ peddlers,” “ v endo rs” a nd “ ha wk­ 
ers.” This is o ne rea so n municipa lities 
ha v e ha d such a ha rd time licensing so ­ 
licito rs a nd why they o ften lo se when 
the ma tter is tested in the co urts. 
To remedy this situa tio n, leg isla tio n 
ha s been prepa red which wo uld specif- 


ica lly na me so licito rs in the la w. One 
o f the a utho rs o f the pro po sed bill. Ro ll­ 
ing Mea do ws Atto rney Ja mes Ma ckin,

press o r cha rita ble o rg a niza tio ns wo uld 
no t be reg ula ted. 
This is the o ther a rea in which mu­ 
nicipa lities ha v e fo und co urt decisio ns 
g o ing a g a inst them.

Or it co uld be beca use the subject ha s been ta lk­ 
ed to dea th.

There ma y be a third 
r e a s o n , a nd I ha v e a 
g ro wing suspicio n tha t it 
is the best ex pla na tio n. 
Th e 
conformity / noncon­ 
formity poles were never 
fruitful 
bases 
for 
under­ 
standing human character 
in the first place. 
Proof for this viewpoint 
comes from Morris Freed­ 
man’s 
"Confessions 
of 
a 
Conformist” (Norton, $3.95), 
a book of more interest than 
importance 
that 
appears 
about two years after the 
peak of discussion on the 
subject. Hence it takes on 
a special kind of interest as 
a too-late contribution of a 
dated topic. 


F R E E D M A N first surveys 
the surveys of conformity in 
America, 
determining 
to 
know how it is usually seen 
in advertising, popular cul­ 
ture, 
religion, and educa­ 
tion, The outline of all this 
is pretty clear to most of 
us by now. 
Then he des­ 
cribes the professional non­ 
conformists, and they are 
legion. 
Here T believe his thesis 
is correct: no one is more 
predictable 
than 
self-con­ 
scious nonconformists. It is 
not hard to stereotype the 
beatniks, for instance, for 
they are the most consistent 
and expectable a lot as any 
in America. 
" It 
seems 
impossible,” 
says Freedman, 
"for the 
nonconformist to say a good 
word about a Republican or 
a Southern or Texas Demo­ 
crat or Jam es Gould Coz- 
zens, or a bad one about 
Henry Jam es. Adlai Stev­ 
enson, Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt, or Freud.” 
It is impossible for the 
nonconformist 
to 
express 
approval of any television 
show (except such as Om­ 
nibus, 
Ed 
Murrow, 
Mort 
Sahl, 
Sid 
C a e s a r , 
or 
Mike Nichols 
and 
Elaine 
M ay) or of any American 
movie (except the inexpen­ 
sive and badly lighted ones, 
or 
the 
.solemn 
westerns, 
like "High Noon” ); to dis­ 
like any foreign films (ex­ 
cept those imitating Am eri­ 
can ones); 
to believe that 
you can buy ready-made a 
good hi-fi set; to wear a 
non-Ivy-league suit or long 
hair if a man; 
to prefer 
Am erican cars for any rea­ 
son, to European, etc., etc. 


O F C O U RSE, he is cor­ 
rect in 
depicting 
noncon­ 
formism thus. But, turn it 
around once more, and see 


what his confessions of con­ 
formism look like and they 
are once more their own 
kind of snobbery and pre­ 
dictable 
preferences. 
He 
asks: what do nonconform­ 
ists 
dislike; 
this 
I 
shall 
choose to like. 
It seems to me to be a 
fruitless quest. By now we 
ought to learn 
that 
it is 
most fun to set out develop- 


ing good taste without re­

upon us; to live our lives 
without first sending out our 
antennae in all directions;

Lo o ks Like Tra g ic 
Co mpro mise to Win

At this point in the leg­ 
islative session in Spring­ 
field 
the 
word 
"com pro­ 
mise” is heard frequently 
—and its use is not always 
in the public interest. 
When is c o m p r o m i s e 
right? When is compromise 
wrong ? 
These two q u e s t i o n s 
plague the sincere legisla­ 
tor, 
particularly 
during 
these final 
weeks 
of 
the 
legislative session, w h e n 
action comes quickly, and 
compromises are made in 
minutes. 
M u c h 
compromise 
is 
good. If a legislator has a 
bill for his district, when 
the measure is considered 
by the committee it may be 
pointed out that in another 
part of the state, the bill 
has 
a 
totally 
different 
effect. 
A 
compromise 
is 
then 
worked out, 
so that 
part of the state is not hurt. 
TTiat is the first kind of a 
compromise—one to "knock 
the corners off” of a bill. 
The second kind of a com­ 
promise is getting "half of 
a loaf insead of a whole 
loaf.” 


TH IS H A P P E N S not only 
in Springfield, but in a city 
council or Congress. If your 
mayor wants to pave two 
streets and proposes it to 
his city council, he may end 
up with a compromise, pav­ 
ing one street, rather than 
two. 
This kind of compromise 


can also be good, resulting 
in a more gradual, sensible 
approach to a program. 
A third kind of compro­ 
mise is one which involves 
a compromise of basic be­ 
liefs, a compromise which 
says, " I will vote for your 
bad bill, if you will vote 
for mine.” 
In this kind of compro­ 
mise the public always los­ 
es. 
It is a tragic reality that 
this type of compromise be­ 
comes increasingly frequent 
as the session nears ad­ 
journment. Tho.se who lose 
out in this type of situation 
are largely voiceless, people 
who may not even know the 
legislature is in session. 
A good illustration is the 
sales tax increase. 
If the 
proposed measures pass, Il­ 
linois will have the highest 
sales tax in the nation. We 
will also have the worst tax 
structure in the nation—a 
.system 
where 
the 
lower 
your income, the higher the 
percentage of your income 
which will go for taxation. 


B U T TH E people who are 
hit hardest by this type of 
tax do not have powerful 
lobbyists in Springfield. 
The result—probably the 
sales tax increase will be 
passed, the proposed cor­ 
poration tax reduced, 
the 
increased 
tax 
on 
race 
tracks defeated, the cigar 
tax defeated. 
E v e ry tax study shows 


that we should not be taxing 
in this way, but the special 
Interests are working hard, 
party 
p r e s s u r e s 
are 
increasing. 
The end re.sult looks like 
a compromise where every 
one wins but the people, the 
tragic kind of compromise.

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The Way We See It 
High Court Ruling 
Is Blow to Schools 


A decision by the Illinois Supreme 
court last week was one of the most im­ 
portant ever handed down on a subur­ 
ban problem. 
The court ruled that a Mount Pros­ 
pect village ordinance requiring a sub­ 
division developer to dedicate land for 
public use was unconstitutional. 
The ruling came as a result of the 
objection by builder Salvatore DiMuc- 
ci, who said the requirement was un­ 
just. A Circuit court had ruled in favor 
of DiMucci last summer, and Mount 
Prospect appealed the decision to the 
state Supreme court. 
In supporting the builder, the high 
court said the problem of adequate 
school facilities is one which rests with 
the total community and not with the 
builder alone. 
It is our contention that the special 
problems 
created 
by 
mushrooming 
housing developments impose a special 
obligation on builders. 
The modern subdivider, building 
barren land into a full-blown communi­ 
ty within months, has created tremen­ 
dous demands on already existing com­ 
munities. School boards h a v e bonded 
themselves to the hilt to keep up with 
the heavy demands growing families 
make. They have felt the squeeze in 
their educational budget because of the 
lag in tax assessment, collection, and 


distribution procedures created by the 
archaic state revenue code. 
Two things have enabled them to 
meet the demand. One is voluntary co­ 
operation from those enlightened build­ 
ers who helped solve school emergen­ 
cies with lease arrangements, land do­ 
nations, or complete buildings. The oth­ 
er has been the village ordinances re­ 
quiring dedication of land for public 
use. 
There is no longer any legal argu­ 
ment left for the taxing bodies. 
Technically, it is now possible for 
developers to build thousands of homes 
with no provision for the education or 
recreation of the people that buy them. 
We feel that this is as much a moral 
as it is a legal question. 
There is a certain obligation on the 
part of both the builder and the com­ 
munity to see that decent schools are 
available for the people. 
Attempts have been made to clarify 
this moral responsibility by legislation. 
Suburban representatives in the Illi­ 
nois General Assembly have pushed for 
a bill that would define clearly the re­ 
sponsibilities of subdividers. So far the 
attempts have proved futile. 
Suburban school districts are now 
faced with a critical emergency. It is 
imperative that a workable law be 
forthcoming from this session of the 
state legislature. 
Protection for Consumers 


Legislation to create a Bureau of 
Consumer Fraud in Illinois is overdue. 
The measures to establish such an agen­ 
cy have passed the House and are now 
under consideration in the State Senate. 
The proposed bureau would be ad­ 
ministered by the Illinois Attorney Gen­ 
eral’s office and — through the courts 
— would be able to recover losses for 
the bilked consumer and have the bus­ 
iness licenses of “merchandising pi­ 
rates” revoked. 
The only recourse the deceived cus­ 
tomer now has to recover money from 
which he has been separated by fraudu­ 
lent means is by filing a civil action in 
the courts. He can also report alleged 
violations to the States Attorney’s of­ 
fice for possible criminal action. 
Seeking the recovery of money now 
through civil action is about as easy as 
counterfeiting your own bills; if the 
defendant asks for a jury trial, the case 
will linger on anywhere from two to 
five years. Only the most adamantly 
principled person will press for justice 
for this duration, apd will have to write 
off his loss and more to legal costs. 
With the consumer fraud bureau, 
the attorney general could ask the court 
to appoint a receiver to marshal the 
assets of the business to recompense 
the defrauded persons for damages suf­ 
fered, much like investors recouping 
their losses in bankruptcy proceedings. 
He could further request the court 
to enter a decree revoking the charter 


of the business if it is a domestic corpo­ 
ration chartered within the state. Bus­ 
iness certificates of out-of-state corpo­ 
rations would have to be revoked by 
the Secretary of State once the court 
entered such a decree. 
By transferring responsibility for 
policing the consumer plunderers from 
the criminal to civil level, a method of 
stricter control over their activities is 
insured. While proof beyond a reason­ 
able doubt is required in criminal suits, 
a preponderance of evidence will suf­ 
fice for a judgment against the violator 
in civil cases. Attorney General Wil­ 
liam G. Clark estimates that for every 
500 such cases brought to court by the 
state’s attorney, one conviction results. 
This represents a costly use of taxpay­ 
ers’ money and public servants’ time. 
The power granted the attorney gen­ 
eral by the proposed legislation is lim­ 
ited to the action he would initiate 
through existing courts, so that his 
authority would not exceed the bounds 
of reason. As Attorney General Clark 
points out, 90 per cent of the fraud cas­ 
es would be settled by negotiation, with 
violators asked to sign a code of busi­ 
ness ethics. 
The bureau would also serve the 
psychological function of discouraging 
the unscrupulous from roosting in Illi­ 
nois, and be a constant reminder to 
those already in the state that willful 
deception would be immediately prose­ 
cuted. 
Solicitor Control Asked 


Solicitors, as a species, vary from 
the Fuller Brush man who has always 
seemed a permanent neighborhood fix­ 
ture to the persistent Encyclopedia 
salesman who won’t remove his foot 
from the door to the itinerant “nursery­ 
man” who will sell you a pile of “top 
soil” whether you need it or not. 
Whether a welcome part of the 
neighborhood, a pest, or a vermin, how­ 
ever, the solicitor is defined as a person 
who goes door-to-door taking orders for 
future delivery. 
As such, he is not mentioned in state 
statutes which govern the movements 
of “peddlers,” “vendors” and “hawk­ 
ers.” This is one reason municipalities 
have had such a hard time licensing so­ 
licitors and why they often lose when 
the matter is tested in the courts. 
To remedy this situation, legislation 
has been prepared which would specif­ 


ically name solicitors in the law. One 
of the authors of the proposed bill, Roll­ 
ing Meadows Attorney James Mackin, 
says, however, that solicitations by the 
press or charitable organizations would 
not be regulated. 
This is the other area in which mu­ 
nicipalities have found court decisions 
going against them. For the solicitor 
licensing ordinances have also been 
challenged on the basis that they 
abridge freedom of the press, religion 
and politics guaranteed by state and 
federal constitutions. 
It would appear that an amendment 
to this portion of the “Cities and Vil­ 
lages Act” is appropriate, since the law 
was written in 1872. The writers of the 
legislation also have been wise in avoid­ 
ing that area in which serious questions 
of constitutionality could be raised.

Looks Like Tragic

Just Around the Corner from Patty McArdle 
Adventure in Art 


Dear Peg: 
One of the most significant contributions to 
the cause of amateur art in America is to be 
found in a collection of paintings now hanging 
in the Merchants and Manufacturers Club in 
the Merchandise Mart. The annual National 
Fine Arts Competition, sponsored by the Clair­ 
ol Art Foundation has become an institution 
with both the beauty industry and the general 
public The original concept of the Competition 
—to give the nation’s beauticians an opportuni­ 
ty to demonstrate, through the medium of the 
fine arts, the creativity and artistry that is in­ 
herent in their daily work—has long since been 
borne out. To millions of Americans in major 
cities throughout the U. S., the Clairol Art 
Competition represents a new adventure in 
the field of art. 


Out of the thousands of entries through­ 
out the country, my dear friend Esther’s 
painting was one of the group of a hundred 
paintings selected to be given either (ash 
prizes or special awards. Our only disap­ 
pointment was that out of this group only 
fifty were chosen to he included in the ex­ 
hibit and this year Esther's wasn't included 
—perhaps because she had a canvas in the 
show last year and the judges decided to 
give a few new artists -a chance to exhibit— 
we don’t know. At any rate both of us had 
a most rewarding afternoon seeing' some 
very fine amateur art. 


The 
first prize of the competition was 
awarded to Leslie Lounsbury whose painting, 
“Seashore” is a penetrating study, in shades 


of night-blues, of either shacks or rock forma­ 
tions along a seacoast. The excellent design 
and use of brush seemed to lift this picture out 
of the realm of “amateur” art. Unfortunate­ 
ly, there are always incomprehendable selec­ 
tions for the largest prizes. Out of the five 
big awards there are two primitives of the 
Grandma Moses type. Not that one of these 
paintings shouldn’t be included in a show ol 
representative American art, but to give the 
second and fifth prizes of tile entire competi- 
tipn to two such paintings (so alike in tech­ 
nique that they could have been painted by 
the same artist) seems a great mistake. 
The third prize “A Large Kitchen” by 
Marguerite Salon is of a chair, table, bottle 
and window, painted in the severe, straight 
forward manner of Edward Hopper. I liked 
the 4tli prize winner very much—* brilliant 
canvas called “The Old ( ar Barn” by Mar­ 
tin Newman showing bright red trolley cars 
standing in the sunshine outside the car 
barn. 
Among other paintings, Esther and I par­ 
ticularly liked a water color abstract, “Turn- 
basin,” By Louis Gehrm— a polygraph design 
over a pastel wash, “Tenement Symphony” by 
Theodore Haas—an interesting study of build­ 
ings and wires and a cleverly done abstract, 
“Days End”'by Cecil Stevens which upon first 
glance seems to be a burst of brilliant color on 
a white background but, upon closer scrutiny, 
reveals that the artist has pressed the color 
on with combs, clips, hair pins and curlers!

“Contact lenses are not an 
innovation of this generation 
or even the preceding gene­ 
ration,’' Dr. Gustave S o l t z 
told members of A r I i ngton 
Heights Nurses club at their 
meeting last Thursday in the 
Lauterburg and Oehler m eet­ 
ing room. 
Dr. Soltz, Arlington Heights 
opthalmologist 
and 
g u e s t 
speaker for the group’s m eet­ 
ing, told the nurses that the 
idea of contact lenses 
was 
c o n c e i v e d by L e o nardo 
Di Vinci way back in 1500, 
but it wasn’t until 1636 that a 
doctor attem pted to make a 
corneal lens. Another attem pt 
was made in 1826 by an Eng­ 
lish doctor and with the dis­ 
covery of local anesthesia in 
1884, corneal 
molds w e r e 
made. 


FIRST ACTUAL use of the 
contact was in 1888, Dr. Soltz 
told the nurses. This was a 
spheral contact that covered 
the entire exposed part of the 
eye. Unlike the tiny lenses of 
today, the s p h e r a1 contacts 
required that fluid be applied 
before insertion. 
Today’s contact covers only 
the pupil and part of the iris 
and rests on the user’s own 
tear layer. Until 1938 lenses 
were made of glass, but with 
the discovery of plexiglass, 
lenses are now made of plas­ 
tic.
